W e have 
now nearly 200 men in the jails of West 
Virginia, they being arrested because of 
attending m eetings and exercising the 
right of free speech. 
“ The little 
money which we are 
receiving from the different organiza­ 
tions is sent to the organizer* who are 
working iii the field. 
We have now 20 
men in W est Virginia, six or seven in 
the Pittsburg district, and several in 
Indiana, Illinois and Iowa. 
These men 
we have drafted from our ranks, whose 
influence we believe will have the de­ 
sired effect. 
They are out in the field 
working, putting up with a great m any 
hardships. 
Some of them are refused 
hotel accommodations and sometimes 
escorted 
out 
of 
the 
city 
and 
are obliged 
to sleep out 
of doors. 
These men are receiving no wages w h at­ 
ever, only their legitim ate expenses, and 
I wish to say, my friend, that only for 
the liberal assistance we are receiving 
from our sister organizations this fight 
could never have lasted as long as it ha*. 
We are m eeting w ith good success, and 
up to the present tim e our men are a* 
firm as they were the first day they came 
out on strike. 
Our miners for throe or 
four years past had v* i y little work, and 
wages have been so low th at they could 
not pay their per capita fax to their 
organization. 
We started thi* *trike be­ 
cause th* re was nothing more left for 
us 
Our treasury was em pty, a n*; many 
officers had 
received no salary 
for 
rn**iitbs. 
This being our last effort t« 
b ft* r conditions we went into if be­ 
lieving the good people would assist us 
in winning for the m iner a living wage. 
“ I notice the governor bas issued a 
proclamation asking the good people of 
this state for relief. 
He has appointed 
C h ie f Mine Inspector Hazeltiue to look 
after the m atter, and I would suggest 
th at if you can gather any food, such as 
flour, coffee, etc., you correspond w ith 
Mr. Hazeltiue and send same to him. 
People in other cities are doing the same 
thing, and while our people are not re­ 
ceiving sufficient in every instance, yet 
they are receiving donations for which 
they thank

or any other time as 8,500,000,000. At 
this point, therefore, our arithmetic 
appears to break down. 
It is only by

times that we can escape the force of 
the calculation. 
From these data Dr.

luaii’« f« » et. 
He had iiii« calculated the 
tem perature o f the sto ne, and it pro ved 
so ho t th at it set the b« » dclo thes o n fire, 
and befo re the fire co uld l>6 extinguished 
the left heel o f Mr. H arper was burned 
to a crisp. 
The so ldier reco vered fro m 
his fever and w’as afterw ard ho no rably 
discharged. 
Alo ng in 1391 it o ccurred to him that, 
when pensio ns were being granted so 
freely, be m ight as well get paid fo r 
th at heel, and ho uiade his applicatio n in 
the regular way.

The construction of a deep waterway 
navigable for ocean going ships from 
th*! great la k es to the seaboard is justi­ 
fied both by the needs of commerce* and 
tile altitude of Canada. 
Had France or 
Spain continued to holcLjthe month of 
the Mississippi 
that great waterway 
would have been very much less valu­ 
able to the United Staten and there 
would have been no way to overcome 
the disadvantage. That other great nat­ 
ural artory of commerce, the chain of 
the great lakes, is in the same position 
as the Mississippi originally was—an 
alien and not always friendly power 
controls its mouth. 
Even the commer­ 
cial connection between Lakes Erie and 
Ontario is in Canadian territory. 
This 
was formerly balanced by the fact that 
Canadian ships had to get to and from 
Lake Superior by the caual od the 
American side. 
But the Dominion es­ 
tablished Us independence by building 
its own Sault canal, and Canadian ships 
can now sail from the extreme west of 
Lake Superior to tide water without en 
taring the jurisdiction of the United 
States. 
The deep waterway commission is in­ 
structed to consider whether it is pos- ! 
sible to give a similar advantage to 
American commerce on the great lakes. 
The Erie canal iii a small way served 
this purpose, but the necessity of trans­ 
shipment always existed. 
Tile proposal 
to make this canal from Buffalo to the 
Hudson a ship canal is an old one, but 
is likely to remain a dream. Au Amer­ 
ican canal around Niagara is a m ilitary 
necessity and commercially most desir­ 
able. 
This attained, an American sea 
port oan he reached by means of Lake 
Ontario and a ship canal from Oswego, 
or by the St. L awreuce-Champlain route, 
more quickly and easily than by an en­ 
larged Erie canal. The present commis­ 
sion is charged with the duty of decid­ 
ing between the Oswego and the Cham­ 
plain routes. The construction of either 
would still further enhance the com­ 
mercial advantage of New Y’ork city. 
The cost would be enormous ansi come 
out of the pockets of the whole people, 
birt tne end in view is a national one 
and the national expenditure therefor 
fully warranted. 
It is certainly desirable that the enor­ 
mous commerce of the great lakes should 
have an ocean outlet without the neces­ 
sity of breaking bulk or transshipment 
aud without consulting or paying trib­ 
ute to Canada. 
The most important 
point of the proposed improvement is 
tile American canal around Niagara. 
As it stands, in case of war with Great 
Britain Lake Ontario would lie isolated 
and tne other lake* bottled up as far as 
American vessels are concerned, while 
the enemy would huve its own course 
without an interruption from the gulf 
of St. Lawrence to Duluth. 
This coun­ 
try is used to a happy go lucky policy, 
but it. is certainly prudent to safeguard 
its interests w itll more care on its Cairn 
dian boundary.
